had not up to this time fully under- 
stood the matter and upon the show- 
ing made by tho packers' committee 
admitted that the right was on the 
side of the" packers.

Former Postmaster and Well Known 


Business Man, Who Died Sunday.

friends, who had known intimately 
nnd regarded highly this genial man 
oi' sterling qualities during his mo:e 
tlmji thirty years of residence in Fort 
"VViiynt'. He had long been a sufferer 
from Bright's 
disease, 
and some- 


thing like two years ago sustained an 
nt tacit of apoplexy from the effects 
rf v.'hirh he never fully recovered. Ha 
was ;ihle, however, to exercise a su- 
pervision over Ills business affairs for 
the Rrenter part of the time until two 
weeks ago, when ho was again con- 
fined to his home. 
There was ap- 


parently some progress toward recov- 
ery until Friday morning, when tha 
patient suffered a relapse, and symp- 
1oms of uraemic poisoning, tho result 
of his malady, became apparent, and 
Jio declined rapidly. He was removed 
to the hospital Friday evening, laps- 
Ing at that time into an unconscious- 
aicno from wjiich ho never rallied, and 
UIQ decline was gradual, hut continu- 
ous until death wns conqueror in the 
\iiiequal struggle against vitality, en- 
ieebled by long encroachment of dig- 
case. 
| ENTERED IIAILBOAD WORK. 
: Mr* tfflggins waa born at Kalida, 
(Putnam county, Ohio, January iSl, 
JIB-IT. While he was yet a child his 
.jmrents removed to Delphos, Ohta, 
V-rhere the boy was educated in 
tho 


publio schools and where ha grow to 
manhood. 
He 
turned 
to railroad 


.work, beginning as a messenger boy, 
nnd hero learned telegraphy, 
BOO;I 


•taking: a position as telegraph opera- 
jtor. 
In 1867, before attaining hla 


Jnajority, ho wns appointed agent of 
tho Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago railroad at Delphos, and la tar 
Veld B similar position at Ada, Ohio. 


Oil January 1, 1868, ho was called 


to Port-Wayne to become a train dis- 
patcher, a position which ha filled 
with, singular ability for a period of 
nine years, rising to tlie desk of chief 
dispatcher. At this time one of thd 
men, working under his direction wns 
O. L. Perry, now manager 
of the 


Western Union offices in this city, 
who waa then night operator at Co- 
lumbia City for the Pittsburr road. 


Mr. Higgins left the dispatcher's 


desk to become wood and tie agent 
:Cor the railroad company, and In 1879 
was appointed chief clerk of trans- 
portation department, holding this 
position until his retirement 
from 


railroad service in 1809. 


Politically Mr. Higgins was 
al- 


ways an uncompromising republican, 
aud in 188C 
he made the race for 


auditor upon the republican county 
tk-ket, but failed of election, thoug'i 
running something like 2,700 votes 
nhe.id of his colleagues upon the ro- 
public.in ticket. 


WAS MADE POSTMASTER, 


On June 18, 1889, President Har- 


rison appointed Mr. Higgins post- 
master of Fort Wayne, 
a position 


which he assumed a few weeks lattr 
and which he fiflea with signal abil- 
ity for four yenrs. Soon after the ex- 
piration of his term of office Mr. Hijf- 
gins engaged In business, purchasing 
the controlling interest in. the Fort 
Wayno Artificial Ice company, which 
' ho greatly enlarged and conducted 


with marked success down to the tlmo 
of bis death. 


Mr. 'Higgins was united In mar- 


riage May S, 1874, to Miss Ella C. 
Hale, of West 
Virginia, who is a 


niece of 0. W. Jeffords, in which fam- 
ily she had been • reared. 
Mr. and 


Mrs, Higgins were tho parents of two 
daughters—Mrs. A. B. White and 
Miss Adah Higgins, tho latter now 
a teacher in the city schools. There 
is .also a sister, Mrs. J. J. Williams, 
of this city. 


The deceased was one of the most 


prominent Masons in the city, and 
had attained very high rank in that 
fraternity. He was a member of Fort 
Wayne . conimandery Knights Tem- 
plar', Fort Wayne Lodge of Perfec- 
tion, Sol jJ. Eayless lodge, No. 853, 
F. and A. M., and the Indiana consis- 
tory of Scottish Rite. , He was form- 
erly recorder of the conimandery and 
was Jong secretary 
of the lodge of 


perfection. 


In former years Mr. Higgins was 


correspondent for the Clncluanti En- 
quirer, the Indlanapons Journal, the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean and other metro- 
politan newspapers, and he was the 
unfailing 
friend 
of the newspaper 


men, as well as of his acquaintances 
in other walks of life. It is doubtflU, 
Indeed, if any citizen of Fort Wayne 
possessed a wider or closer friendship 
than genial "Ceil" Higglns, and his 
death will be most sincerely mourned.
